Bgyptian Foreign Minister Mah- 
moud Riad will fly to New York 
on Sunday for the U.N. General 
Assembly debate on the Middle 
East and a possible resumption of 
Cairo's dialogue with the U.S. 

In contrast to President Anwar 
Sadat's declaration that Cairo’s 
Middle East contacts with Washing- 
ton were cut off, Egyptian Deputy 
Premier and Minister of Informa- 
tion Dr. Abdul-Kader Hatem said 
yesterday that those contacts have 
been maintained. 

‘Speaking in an interview he gave 
the B.B.C, ‘Arabic broadcast before 
leaving Cairo for Moscow Tuesday, 
Hatem said that “Egypt has not 
closed the door on the U.S." He ad- 
ded that “there have been con- 
tacts, but to our deep sorrow there 
was still pressure, mot from the 
US. on Jsrael, but rather from 
Israel on the U.S.” 

In reply to a question over the 
eurrent African mediation efforts, 
Hatem said that the peace envoys 
of the Organization of the African 
Unity “have played a great role 
towards the achievement of peace.” 

However, Hatem stressed that 
Cairo would still refer the Middle 
East conflict to the U.N., adding 
that Egypt would “welcome any 
peaceful means” to solve the crisis. 

He said that there “can be some 
kind of peace” only after Israet 
replies positively to the memoran- 
dum which U.N. envoy Dr. Gunnar 
Jarring conveyed to Cairo and Je- 
rusalem last February. He conclu- 
ded by saying that if Israel re- 
fused, the U.N. will have to shoulder 
its responsibility “and take decisions 

ft this state which has been 
violating the U.N. resolutions.” 

The Middle East News Agency 
said yesterday that Riad will be 
going to New York three days 
before the General Assembly con- 
venes at the beginning of next 
month to debate the Middle East 
conflict. MENA sald that Riad will 
be conducting talks with the va- 
rious delegations to explain Egypt's 
position. 

The Egyptian news agency added 
that, at the U.N., Riad will request 
that Secretary-General U Thant 
report on the Middle Hast develop- 
ments, and on Israel's failure to 
respond to its peace initiatives.

Dismissal of Parliament and the 
abrogation of the latest constitution 
are retrograde steps for a country 
that was developing sturdy institu- 
tions of free speech and responsible 
opposition within a national frame- 
work, For a country that so admires 
strong men, Thai political life seems 
sometimes to be conducted with 
thoroughly feminine fickleness and 
perverseness. The flirtation ‘with 
parliamentary democracy may be 
over for the time being, but the natu- 
ral reailience of the Thai people and 
thelr politicians has not necessarily 
come to an end.

Taxing companies 
and shareholders 


AS Israelis wait for. the Asher 

‘Committee to propose reforms in 
the tax system, the Committee it- 
self should be watching changes be- 
ing carried out in tax patterns 
abroad. 


Last week consultations were held 
between British and German of- 
ficlala on the future of company 
taxation in their. countries. In 
March, the Bonn Government an- 
mounced {t would scrap its aplit- 
rate system, and adopt the 
tax-credit system, first introduced 
by France in 1965. The new sys- 
tem 1s scheduled to come into force 
in Germany In January, 1974. 
The British, who have a different 
company tax (on which the Israeli 
system {gs based) are showing in- 
creasing interest in the tax-credits, 
and may follow the German lead. 
A committee of the House of Com- 
mons has already recommended such 
8. step. Consequently, the tax-credit 
system is likely to prevail in the 
E.E.C., which Britain is about to 
Join.

Senate passes 
$ 39,000m. tax 


relief bill 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
Senate Monday night passed a 
$39,000m. tax relief bill after Demo- 
crats, the majority, pushed through 
an amendment to pump tex reve- 
nmues into next year's presidential 
election campaign chest. Ἄ 

The tax package now goes to a 
House of Representatives-Senate 
conference committee, expected to 
meet next week. 

Senate Republican Leader Hugh 
Scott said he would recommend 
that President Nixon veto the entire 
tax bill if it clears Congress con- 
taining the Presidential campeign 
provision. 

Senate minority Republicans 
called the Democratic manoeuvre 
a naked prab for Federal money by 
ἃ party experiencing difficulty rais- 

cash for the Presi- 
dential race. 

But Senator Russell Long, a De- 
mocrat and the tax bill’s floor ma- 
nager, declared Mr. Nixon would be 
foolish to veto the bill, saying the 
campaign amendment would lift the 
presidency above the. “corrupting 
influence” of private contributions. 

The amendment would allow each 
taxpayer to check'-off $2 on‘. his 
tax return to be used by eifher of 
the two-major party candidates, ἃ 
third, party candidate or other con- 
tenders. 

Under the formula, Democratic and 
Republican candidates could re- 
ceive up to $20.4m. each, and the 
third party candidate, expected to 
be Alabama Governor George Wal- 
ace up to $6.3m. 

If a candidate chose public fi- 
mancing he could not accept pri- 
vate contributions.

Totroduction of. the tax credit 
system has beenproposed by the 
Liaison Bureau of the Economic Or- 
ganizations. But the Asher Commit-

profits distributed to shareholders, 


though, to simplify it, It may re- . 


commend abolighing the special rates 
introduced for industrial companies 
two years ago. 


Uniform rate 


In the tax-credit system. a uni- 
form tax rate is applied to profits 
distributed and retained, but the tax 
paid on the dividend cam be count- 
ed by the shareholder as a credit 
against his personal tax. As 8 re- 
sult, a disadvantage of corporate 
business is removed, and also the 
incentive for companies to retain 
part of their profits for self-financ- 
ing. If dividends do not involve ad- 
ditional tax payment, shareholders 
are expected to prefer cash in hand 
to a higher worth ofthe shares 
they hold. As a result, the com- 
panies may have to forego thelr 
“self-financing,” and may be forced 
to raise additional funds for their 
investments, in the form of either 
debentures or equity. The combined 
effect of the change Is ltkely to 
be increased mobility of capital 
and also higher quality of manage- 
ment, because company managers 
will have to keep in closer touch 
with the capital market, and to care 
more about their performance re- 
cord in order to obtain the required 
funds. This, of course, would be 
the exact opposite of the Israel po- 
iicy maintained in this country to 
date, 

Difficult in practice 

In practice, the tax-credit sys- 
tem is likely to prove more complex 
than it looks at first. The tax-cre- 
dit dispenses with double taxation 
of dividends only in so far as the 
personal tax rate of the respectve 
shareholder is at least equal to the 
rate of tax imposed on company 
profits. However, in practice the 
company tax rate may be consider- 
ably higher. Moreover, double taxa- 
tion of dividends 15 only avoided in 
case full credit is given for the tax 
withheld. This is indeed intended by 
Germany, but the French, who ini- 
tiated the system, credit only one- 
half of the amount deducted from 
the dividend 'to the personal tax. 

Another disadvantage of the tax- 
credit system ἰ that the tie with 
personal tax liability is likely to 
impede transfer of the resulting ben- 


; efits to shareholders living abroad. 


Though this difficulty can be over- 
come by double-tax treaties, the ad- 
ministrative complications involved 
are tremendous. As a result, the 
new system is expected to ease 
moverient of capital within na- 
tional ‘borders, but to hinder its flow 
to equity investments in other coun- 
tries. The adoption of this system 
by the E.E.C. governments is thought 
to put up insuperable barriers 
against the creation of a unified 
capital market, which was the goal 
of the Six only a few years ago. 
The issue requires careful consi- 
deration. Nevertheless, it 1s impor- 
tant enough not to be overlooked 
by the authorities comcerned with 
Israel’s tax reform.

The 12-story hotel will have 270 
rooms in the first stage and, if per- 
mission is granted, will add another 
two floors with 44 rooms in a se- 
cond stage. 

The investment in the hotel will 
total IL23m. and is being pravided

Technion students want 
more money for reserve duty

HAIFA. — The Technion stu- 
dents’ union yeaterday opened a 
eampaign for higher compensa- 
tion for reserve duty. Union 
chairman Ehud Grossman told 
The Post that after fruitless 
negotiations with the National 
Insurance Institute, they had 
decided to hold a demonstration 
outside the Treasury offices next 
week to press their claim. 

He said that each student pays 
IL34 a year to the Insurance In- 
stitute as their premium to the 
Reserve Com) Fund, They 
receive IL7.62 a day from the Fund 
for their reserve service, the same 
sum the Institute grants to un- 
employed who do reserve duty. The 
sum ‘had not been raised despite 
the rise in the cost of living during 
the past several years. 

He said that Technion students 
spend 30 to 40 hours a week at 
lectures and are worse hit by their 
reserve duties than students et 
other universities. This made it 


difficult to work through college, and 
the best mrost of them could do 
was to hold part-time jobs. When 
they go for reserve duty, they not 
only lose their pay of about 11.200 
on the average, but bave to spend 
another month on their return to 
catch up on Jectures they missed. 

On the other hand, if the Army 
agrees to.defer their reserve duty 
to the summer holidays, they jose 
even more. Holidays are the only 
time they have for full-time jobs, 
and many of them earn enough 
during the vacations to pay for 
their tuition. 

Mr. Grossman said that the last 
time he had discussed the problem 
with the Institute Director, Dr. 
Yisrael Katz, the latter had told 
him that though he sympathised 
with the students, the law did not 
allow him to do anything. “He told 
me that we would be heard only # 
we start a campaign. We've decided 
to take his advice and demonstrate 
outside the Treasury.

Gaza Mayor 
comes to work 
after week 


GAZA. — Mayor Rashad Shawa is 
still being questioned by the mili- 


tary authorities on the suicide of 


a wanted terrorist leader in his 
home last Sunday. The mayor is 
not under arrest, however. 

“Itim” reports that the Mayor 
appeared at ‘his office yesterday for 
the first time ‘this week, He signed 
some papers. He refused to talic to 
reporters about the case. 

Security sources here yesterday 
intimated that no decision ‘had yet 
been taken whether to oust Mr. 
Shawa or give ‘him a clean bill of 
health and let him continue 85 
Mayor. 

‘Meanwhile, rumours apparently 
inspired by terrorist sympathizers 
claim that the death of the ter- 
rorist Ziad el-Husseint was not 
suicide but murder. They argue that 
el-Hlusseini, belng a brave man, 
‘would have chosen to “die in battle” 
rather than commit suicide. 

Security circles ‘here see the 
deceased terrorist in a different 
light. They point out that he was 
in fact a physical coward, who sent 
others to do the fighting while he
